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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This Office action is in response to Application No. 10/617,193, filed on 
7/1 1 /2003. 

2. Claims 1-54 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. (e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a 
patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by 
the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (e) as being anticipated by Horiike 
(U.S. Pat. No. 6,744,905). 

As per claims 1,2,3, 5-54 Horiike discloses an image processing apparatus that has an 
input unit for inputting a plurality set of drawing data representing one frame image a 
generating unit for generating first intermediate language data representing a watermark 
to be added to the one frame image and generating second intermediate language data 
by analyzing the drawing data input from the input unit and a producing unit for 
producing final print image data, comprising: 

A background process device configured to process a background of an original image 
(see., abstract, col 1, lines 44-67, col 2, lines 15-33, please note background process 
device is readable as the producing unit of Horiike since his producing unit is for 
producing final print image data); 
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A watermark embedding device configured to embed electronic watermark information 
into the original image after having been processed by the background process device 
(see., abstract, figs 1 and 5, col 1, lines 44-67, col 2, lines 15-33, col 3, lines 22-67, col 
4, lines 44-67). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C 103 (a) as being unpatentable over Horiike in 
view of Hamada (U.S. Pat. No. 6,631 ,239). 

As per claim 4, Horiike discloses the claimed limitations as stated in claim 1 above. 
Horiike fails to explicitly disclose wherein said background process device processes a 
plurality of color components. However, Hamada discloses an image processing 
apparatus where a user utilizes an image editing software on the side of a host 
computer to perform a necessary working to the image data intended to be printed. For 
example, by utilizing the software, the user performs change of color or color 
components (see., abstract, col 1, lines 25-40, col 5, lines 18-30). Therefore, it would 
have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to modify the teaching of Horiike by including the limitation detailed above as 
taught by Hamada because this would allow image data to be presented in different 
color.
